PERPIGNAN (France) Nov. 4. ( — 
The rout of the recently discovered 
Spanish Republican expedition which 
hoped to stir up the people of Cata- 
lonia was completed today when the 


flag of the “State of Catalan” fell into 
the hands of the French police at 
the rafiroad station here. 

The standard bearer, still unaware 
of the discomfiture of the expédition- 
ary corps and the arrest of more 
than 100 of his companions in arms, 
arrived at Perpignan, rather belat- 
edly but with all the necessary en- 
thusiasm to lead the plotters across 
the Pyrenees. 

Col. Francisco Macia, a former Dep- 
uty and asserted orgenizer of the 
movement, surrendered with his whole 
staff about the same time to a de- 
tachment working under Commissary 
Bringer of the French police, who 
spent more than a year watching 
the movements of the conspirators. 

Of the 200 men forming the Re- 
publican army, 125 are now under 
arrest and the others are all known 
to the French police. They are be- 
ing bagged one by one. The force 
that enrolled in the effort to wrest 
Catalonia from Spain was interne- 
tional in ite character, Italian sol- 
diers of fortune and Italian anar- 
chists being mong the young Cata- 
lonians who made up the majority of 
the plotters. 

Col. Ricciott! Garibaldi, grandson 
of the great [Italian patriot and 
prominent resident of Nice, was 
among those questioned by the po- 
lice in connection with the Catalon- 
lan expedition.

With the a of the 1927 Perkin medal 
to Dr. John E. Teeple of New York City 
for “thé most distinguished service to ap- 
plied chemistry,” California definitely learns 
j that it has developed a native potash in- 


working at Searles Dry Lake, about 
100 miles east of Bakersfield, since 1918, 
and hig experimental labors have been 
crowned with such succéss that about 20 
per cept of the potash produced in the 
United States soon will be passing over 
the desert roads on its way to market. 
| For years before the war Germany and 
France had supplied the potash needs of 
the world to a great extent, Germany pro- 
duch 67 per cent and France 37 per cent 
of all potash consumed. The German sup 
ply was stopped by the war, and the quep- 
tion of fipding sufficient potash for the 
American firmers’ needs became impera- 
tive. Every possible process was tried and 
all materia] yielding even a small propor- 


tion of potash was utilized. California of- 


fered its bit from the kelp patches, and 
the alunite deposits in Utah also were 


j called into requisition. But it was far from 


sifficient. The demand from the farms 
was loud and urgent. The price of 
potash jumped from $40 4 top to nearly 
$500. After the war Germany and France 
resumed their exports, leaving our pro- 
@ucers in the position of being unable to 
meet the price of the forelgp product, 
there being no duty on crude potash of the 
fertilizing grade. It began to look ag if 
this country wonld have to go out of the 
potash business. 

Then Dr. Teeple began his experiments 
at Searles Dry Lake, the evaporation of the 
waters of which had left exposed enormous 
deposits that for ages had flushed down 
from the surrounding slopes. Dr. Teeple’s 
job wag to separate potash magnesium from 
borax and other deposits, and to do it eco- 
nomicaliy—something on which chemists 
had labored for years without success. 
Large sums of money had been spent in 
these experiinents without avail. Mean- 
time this country had been prodycing but 
50,000 to_s of the 900,000 used as fertilizer 
by our farmers. But now, thanks to Dr. 

eeple and his assistants, California potash 
of the best grade can be supplied for agri- 
culture at g price low endigh to compete 
with the foreign manufacturer. 

Dr. Teeple is highly lauded by the New 


winning of the Perkin medal. The Times 
hailg him as a benefactor of American agri- 
culture and of the race. The Perkin med- 
al was founded in 1906 on the fifteeath an- 
niversary of Sir Perkin's discoy- 
ery of coal-tar dye.

The author acknowledges that she has not 
been giving as much time to the practical 
training of her child as she bas to théoret- 
ical treatises which shé wrote on child-train- 
ing, but she promises that in future she 
will follow her own advice. 

Social reformers should learn a lesson 
from this mother’s experience. Save in 
some matters of detail, the case is not an 
isolated one. Many a person who has given 
out stacks of good advice to the world in 
general has bees the last to follow his own 
precepts.
